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QUEBEC ELECTIONS. 

The overwhelming defeat of the Mercier 
party, in the recent Quebce elections, is not 
to be regretted by anyone who believes that 
honesty is the best policy for governmentsas 
well asindividuals. Fora time Mercier had 
phenomenal su: cess, but it was achieved by 
dishonest means, of which the Baie des Cha+ 
leurs boodling was the mildest specimen. 
Calling himself a liberal, his was the most 
reactionary government any province cf Ca- 
nada cyer had; while taking the oath of 
allegiance and of office as the privy council- 
lor of the Quven’s representative, his popular 
ity was based un his art in preaching discord 
and therefore disloyalty to the people of his 
race and religion in the province. It was 
not so much that be was unsernpulous in the 
use or the vetting of money, for he was no 
worse im that than his predceussor Chapleau 
or his compatriot Langevin, but he was as 
unscrupulous in his political methods and 
arguments, and to all appearanees would 
have hesitated as little to head a rebellion as 
to steal a paltry $100,000 if his own augrand: 
izement could thereby be attained, He was 
in every sense of the word a dangerous man. 
How dangerous, now that he is snowed under 
80 thoroughly, he will probably ual fortunas 
tely never have the opportunity to prove, It 
is ill for the province of Quebee, that it wes 
necessary to resort to such extreme measures 
as were resorted to in his case in order to 
protect the public treasury and the public 
welfare, but being necessary it was well that 
they were resorted to and that the resort has 
Prove so cffective. 

Looked at from thestandpoint of Dominion 
polities it is doubtfel if the conservative pars 
ty, as a party, has mueh cayse to rejoice 
over the accession to power in the province 
of a conservative ministry. § Quebec is. in 
debt some $40,000,000, over head and ears, 
metaphorically and aetually, and whether 
Mercier had remained in power or uot, a de- 
mand was certain soon to be made on the 
Dominion for financial aid. As long as a so 
called libcral loeal goverument was in power 
the country expected tie liveral party to 
support Quebec's demand ; but with a con- 
servative governtient at Quebec and at Otta 
wa, it is the federal conservative party that 
will have to choose between the 
sacrifice of the Quebec yote in the house ot 
commons or the sacrifice of the federal trea- 
sury to Quebee extravaganes. 

On the other hand the Dominion liberals 
have no reason to regret Mercice’s downfall, 
Under the leadership of a French-Canadian, 
a citizen Of Quebec, a true liberal in polities 
and an honcst and able min in every sense of 
the word, a credit to bis race and his coun 
try, allthis did notand could net prevent 
the acts and aspirations ot Mercier from ic- 
acting, in the public mood, upon Laurier and 
throngh him upon the party whieh he led to 
their detriment, Mercicr’s race aud re\enge 
ery, pure bunecombe though it was, and bor- 
rowed at that, was, in the nature of things, 
the greatest barricr in Lauricr’s way to win- 


ning the contidenee of the loyal British wa. | 


jority of the people of Canada, While Mes 
cier’s whote scheme was to appeal to race 
and religious passion and prejudice, toawak. 
en and intensity these, Laurier’s hope of 
success lay iu allaying race onl religwous dis 
cords and uniting hitherte cdiseordant fae 
tions.

2nd. What abont the duration of winter? 

Winter usually sets in about December 
Ist, and ends about April Ist. Some are 
a trifle longer than this, and some shorter, 
Grain has often been sown in March. 

3rd. Is there much of a snow fall ! 

There is, as a rule, plenty of snow to 
make excellent sleighing; though occasion- 
ally wheels run the greater purt of the 
| Winter, The snow-fall is never excessive; 
it rarely exceeds two feet, and is oftener 
less than that. 

4th. How ave the roads in fall and 
spring ¢ 

Fora short time in spring the roads are 
not very good; they are almost invariably 
good in the autumn. Spring and fall are 
the finest seasons in the years; no country 
in the world can beat Edmonton's climate 
at those seasons.

4th, Please state the game laws. 

The close season for elk, moose, carriboo, 
antelope, deer or their fawn, mountain 
sheep or goat or hare extends from Feb. 
ruary Ist to September ist. For yrouse, 
partridge, pheasant or prairie chicken from 
January Ist to September Ist. For wild 
duck, goose, snipe or plover from May loth 
to August 15th. For mink, fisher or 
martin from April loth to November Lat. 
For otter or beaver from May 15th to 
October Ist. For muskrat from May LSth 
to Nove inber Ist, The Cues of any species 
of wild fowl must not be molested, Game 
must not be exported, and prairie chickens 
may only be sold by the person killing 
them.
